Call to Order:  Mr. Wheeler called the meeting to order at 7:35 pm; all those present joined in the 
Pledge of Allegiance. 

Public Comment:   
 

• Kids In Street – Ms. Omietanski wanted to make the police department aware that there is a 
group of young boys who are biking in the middle of Bellevue Ave.  Her daughter saw them 
once at 10:40pm and another time during the day when she took pictures of their activities.  
Ms. Omietanski forwarded the pictures to Sergeant Baron. 

  
Annual Stormwater Training:  Mayor Mahon gave a slide show presentation which lasted about an 
hour.  She explained what stormwater is and how it is impacting our community.  Mayor Mahon also 
reviewed the DEP requirements and the plans that are being discussed to address the goals established 
by the DEP.

A motion made by Mr. Mandolesi seconded by Mr. Harris and carried unanimously to 
approve the bill list dated January 15, 2019; motion carries 5-0-0. 
 
Solicitor Report:  
 
• RDA Contracts – The RDA contracts will be signed at the next council meeting in February.  Mr. 

DeBias confirmed that the authorized signers will still be Mr. Wheeler and Mr. Mandolesi. He also 
informed council that he received an email from Peace Valley Holistic Center thanking Hulmeville 
Borough for helping them receive the RDA grant.  They will be attending the meeting on February 
4th to personally thank council. 

• Request for Payment – Mr. DeBias submitted a request for payment to the RDA for the LED 
project.   

• Police Chief Interviews – Mr. DeBias has accumulated a list of questions that should not be asked 
in an interview and has copies for anyone on council who is interested.  The interviews for police 
chief will be held on February 12, 2019 at Borough Hall.  The interviews will be 15 minutes each 
and currently there are three applicants.   
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• Water Authority Meeting – The next Authority meeting will be held on January 28 at 7:00 pm and 
Mr. DeBias is encouraging council to attend.  They will be discussing the water shut off policy. 

• Soup Off – Mr. DeBias requested that Ms. Omietanski email everyone on council the 2019 annual 
soup off form.  The soup off will be held on February 23 from 4-6 at Nashamony Methodist Church. 

• Police Policies – Mr. DeBias reminded council that there will be another set of police policies to 
be presented at the February meeting for approval.   

• Trash Contract – Mr. DeBias reminded council that this year the trash contract will be up for 
renewal.  He asked council to decide how many years they would like the new contract to run. 

• Snow Removal Contract – Mr. DeBias reminded council that they need to make a decision next 
meeting as to whether or not they would like to extend the snow contract to 3 years or remain at a 
1-year contract.  They have until February 15th to inform the snow removal company.   

 
Borough Property:   
 

• Tree Removal - Mr. Mandolesi told council that Asplundh is currently working at removing 
the dead tree at Memorial Park.
